This 
Hardy Clark dwarfing stock, developed at Iowa State 
College, is grown only on the hardiest root-stock, thus 
producing trees which are heavily rooted that will 
grow and produce without bracing as is often neces- 
sary with the commonly used apple dwarfing stock.

Our Clark Dwarf apple trees are the only reliably 

hardy dwarf trees under the severe weather conditions 
found in the Great Plains area. 


With the strong, sturdy roots of our Clark dwarf 
apple, we recommend deeper planting, at least two 
or three inches deeper than the trees stood in the 
nursery. Clark dwarf trees will respond to good 


cultural metheds. Good soil and good cultivation. 
Up to 144 pound of Ammonium Nitrate per tree may 
be used when planting, if placed within the top inch 
of the soil. Then, with plenty of water during the 
growing season—just watch them grow. 


These trees may be planted as close as 10 or 12 
feet. For commercial planting, we suggest 12 by 
20 feet. 


Clark Dwarf apple trees come into bearing when 
quite young. The fruit is normal to above normal in 
size and the color, shape and flavor remain the same 
for the variety.
